“JIM ” ELLIS AN ISSUE. 
The death this morning of the man Wells 
who was shot last Thursday in the dive of 
“ Jim” Ellis, a notorious negro politician 
and dive keeper again calls attention to 
Ellis and his career and to the incompre­ 
hensible way in which he has been signally 
honored by leaders of the republican party 
and to the prominence he had been permit­ 
ted to take in the present city campaign up 
to the time of the 
drunken 
orgie at his 
place which resulted in the death of Wells. 
Since then, of course, Ellis has retired to 
the background, but nevertheless the sinis­ 
ter influence he has exerted in the past still 
is his. 
The republican men and women of Seda­ 
lia who believe in clean government and in 
upholding the highest ideals in the conduct 
of civic affairs can not but feel outraged 
at the prominence Ellis has been given in 
the party. 
If, as was contended it was 
“ good politics” to give a negro the great 
distinction of being a member of the Mis­

MUST SHOW MORE FIGHT. 
The widespread feeling that President 
Harding must exert a greater measure of 
leadership if he is to rescue 
his 
adminis­ 
tration from failure is strongly shared by 
the Springfield 
Republican. 
The 
great 
Massachusetts 
newspaper 
agrees 
with 
many of the pleasant 
things 
which have 
been and are still 
being 
said about Mr. 
Harding in connection with his first anni­ 
versary as president. 
It dissents very vig­ 
orously, however, from those who would 
attempt to differentiate between the presi­ 
dent and congress, who would praise the 
president w hile condemning the house and 
senate. 
“With tremendous republican ma­ 
jorities in both branches of congress,” says 
the Republican, “a 
republican 
president 
cannot be dissociated from the failures of 
congress any more than he can be fairly de­ 
nied a share of the credit of its success. 
If 
congress fails, the administration fails— 
that is always the final summing up.” 
Because this is true the Republican is in 
no doubt that “ the president should show 
more fight.” 
It tells him that no one in his 
place “ever became great without making 
enemies” and says:

Knox is gone, 
Lodge is but a baneful shadow’. 
Mr. Hard­ 
ing remains. 
He feels, he told the mem­ 
bers of the National Press Club, as though 
“he had been president for twenty years.” 
Yet he has made only a beginning. 
His 
testing is yet to come. 
The one positive 
achievement of his administration to date 
is under heavy fire in the senate. 
A begin­ 
ning is yet to be made toward solving al­ 
most all the great questions w’hich press for 
settlement. 
Who is to make that begin­ 
ning! 
Who, indeed, if not the president? 
And what is the use of making a beginning 
unless he is prepared to fight the issues 
through?

More pertinent at the moment is the

Lord Northcliffe has just completed one 
of the most remarkable world tours any 
man ever undertook. 
It was remarkable 
in part because of Lord Northcliffe’s per­ 
sonality. 
Like him or not, he is a man of 
striking individuality and unquestionably 
the greatest of publishers. 
It was remark­ 
able further 
because 
of the 
conditions 
which Lord Northcliffe encountered wher­ 
ever he went. 
This 
was no journey 
in 
search 
of 
entertainment 
or 
adventure. 
Lord Northcliffe was in quest of informa­ 
tion. 
He was bent 
on 
learning at first 
hand, on seeing with his own eyes, so far as 
might 
be, 
the 
effects 
of the new* and 
mighty movements now* in ferment. 
His journey took him from San Francis­ 
co to Honolulu, to the Fiji Islands, where 
he first began to learn of the influence of 
Mahatma Gandhi, to New* Zealand, to Aus­ 
tralia, to the Philippine Islands, to Hong 
Kong and Canton and Peking, to Japan, to 
the Dutch West Indes, to Indo-China, to 
Ceylon and to India. Everywhere he found 
a new world. 
Everywhere the conditions 
were utterly unlike those which had exist­ 
ed in the countries visited when he was 
there before. 
The passion for self deter­ 
mination show*ed itself in the most unex­ 
pected places. 
Nationalism has become in­ 
tense, Lord Northcliffe observes, and race 
consciousness is acute. 
Lord Northcliffe, 
talking at length w*ith Ferdinand Tuohev, 
of the New* York World, at his hotel near 
Monte Carlo, suggested that the printing 
press is beginning to do for the slumbering 
East what already it has done for the West­ 
ern world. 
Above everything else, how­ 
ever, he has been overwhelmed by what he 
has seen and heard of Mohammedanism in 
revolt. 
“The growing power of Islam— 
hundreds of millions inspired directly or in­ 
directly 
by 
faith 
and 
fanaticism— ob- 
strudes,” says Mr. Tuohey, “ upon every 
second sentence that the man utters.” 
Lord Northcliffe thinks it is a mistake to 
attribute too much of what is happening in 
the world at the present time to the w*ar. 
“The w*ar, for example, did not,” he says, 
“create labor unrest throughout the world; 
it merely accelerated it. 
Mohammedanism 
as a religion was spreading 
much 
more 
rapidly than Christianity before the war. 
But what the Moslems considered to be the 
ill-treatment of Turkey since the war has 
bound them more 
closely 
together 
and 
quickened that which has been crawling 
along for centuries. 
The 
w*orld 
is now* 
face to face w*ith a body of earnest believ­ 
ers, some of them fanatics, numbering, ac­ 
cording to their 
own 
estimate, betw*een 
300,000,000 and 400,000,000; according to 
conservative European and American esti­ 
mates 250,000,00.” 
What the world will be a quarter of a 
century from now*, with such tremendous 
forces unleashed tnd active, is beyond Lord 
Northcliffe’s ability to prophesy. 
His hope 
for civilization as we know it seems to lie 
chiefly in the 
difficulties 
which 
he an­ 
ticipates will be encountered by the new* 
forces of Islam 
through 
internal 
dissen­ 
sions. 
Lord Northcliffe probably had better op­ 
portunities to get at the truth than any 
other traveler who has yet attempted such 
a tour. 
New*spaper men 
the 
w*orld over 
were prepared, as he suggests, to receive 
him as a brother and to tell him fully and 
frankly the inside of the situation as they 
know* it 
To read Mr. Tuohey’s interview* 
with him is to appreciate the immensity of 
the task involved in readjusting the world 
to the new* condiiton w*hich are ahead. 
So 
few of us have any comprehension of w*hat 
is actually taking place in other lands, if 
indeed we appreciate 
the 
changes under 
w ay in our own lands. 
The W e stern w*orld if it would retain its 
primacy needs to go to school. 
In the next 
decade the journalists w ho penetrate to the 
heart of the problems and the ambitions, 
the hopes and the purposes of the peoples 
of every land, and 
who 
interpret these 
things to their own people at home, will be 
the great educators and leaders of the new 
era. 
They have a wonderful chance.
